Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 1. Agreement was reached that'since claim 9 will be canceled, the 
objection 

to claims 9-1 1 would be withdrawn. 

2. Agreement was reached that since claim 1 will be canceled and all the 
dependent claims would depend from claim 22, the rejection of claims 1-24 
under the first and second paragraphs would be withdrawn. 

3. Applicants agreed to amend claim 22 to recite the acid monomers. As a 
result, agreement was reached that since claim 22, as amended, would not be 
obvious over Swarup and the rejection of claims 22-23 would be withdrawn. 
Swarup requires a polyester oligomer in its monomer mixture used to make 
the polymer of Swarup. No such oligomer is recited or could be used in the 
current invention. 

4. Agreement was reached that since claim 22, as amended, would not be 
obvious over Swarup nor would it occur to one of ordinary skill in the art 

to combine Swarup with Nakate and even when combined the resulting polymer 
would have patentably distinct polymer structure (Swarup requires an 
oligomer monomer). 

5. Agreement was reached that since claim 22, as amended, would not be 
obvious over Swarup in view of Barsotti since Barsotti's polymer even when 
combined with Swarup fails to teach the polymer of claim 22, as amended. 

6. Examiner Tsoy stated that she reserves the right to conduct further 
prior art search and as a result no agreement that would place the 
application in a condition for allowance was reached. As a result, 
applicants agreed to file RCE to permit amendments to the pending claims..
